Ridiculously low assessments, such its 
have heretofore prevailed, will not b e 
tolerated.

All harness, sleighs, rob es, horse- 
b lanket s, stab le, lawn andgarden-tools 
etc.. shall b e assessed at their fair 
cash value and placed in the column 
of schedule marked “ all other personal 
property.’’

In every case of failure to list 
all personal property sub ject to taxa­ 
tion. the person so falling is liab le to 
the penalty imposed b y law as a pun­ 
ishment for such omission, and the 
Hoard of Review will strictly enforce 
this law and collect such penalties.
